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Platychora licheneopicta JELÍNEK, 1980 was described from Leyte and Luzon Islands of the 
Philippines, and there is no record from other areas. I found it in the coleopteran collections of 
Ehime University, and am going to report it from Lanyu Island, off Taiwan as the first 
representative of the genus. 

The fauna of Lanyu Island is quite different from that of the main island of Taiwan. As was 
pointed out by KANO (1929 a, b, etc.), the fauna of the island is especially similar to that of the 
Philippines. This report gives an example of the specific fauna of the island.
